The day before, 
the shrimpers had clogged Bayou Grand Cail- 
lou, off Dulac, La., with shrimp boats in a 
show of protest at the poor prices. 

“We've always been a mom-and-pop oper- 
ation, but the fisherman’s back is against the 
wall,” Lirette says.

Spaeth, executive director of the Southern 
Ofshore Fishing Association, and Anderson, 
executive director of the Texas Shrimp Associ- 
ation, lead separate efforts to keep legal pres- 
sure on the Commerce Department and 
NMFS. The fisheries service had cut large 
coastal shark quotas in half and required Gulf 
shrimpers to pull bycatch-reduction devices.
